The Columbus. Newark, Zanesville 


Jc Wheeling Electric Railway com- 
pany was incorporated at Columbus 
this morning with $150,000 capital," 
says the Zanesville Times Recorder. 
'•The object of the new company is 


to construct an electric railway from 
Columbus to Wheeling through Frank- 
lin, Licking, Muskinicum, Guernsey 
and Belmont counties, with a branch 
line from a point in Muskingum coun- 
ty through Dresden, Coshocton and 
Newcomerstown to Uhricbsville, Tus- 
carawas county, there to connect with 
electric railroad systems to the north. 


The new company is in effect a con- 


solidation of the Newark, Zanesville 
& 
Coshocton 
company with the 
Taylor-Black and other interests, and 
is in accordance with the suggestions 
of capitalists who are interested in 
hnancing the projects. 
'The incorporators are men who 
were interested In the preliminary 
projects. Arrangements have been 
made with the Osbom Engineering 
company, of Cleveland, for a prelim^ 
Inary survey, the rights of way hav- 
ing already been secured. The pre- 
Uminary survey will bejrin next Mon- 
day and the project will be pushed 
with as little delay as its magnitude 
will permit."

RECIPROCITY CONFERENCE. 


T* Aaeertmtm tie Attitude of 


"To feel the poise of the mannfactur- 


ers of America on the subject of reel 
procity rather than to institute any 
propaganda. In its behalf," said a north 
ern manufacturer in close touch with 
the reciprocity movement to the Wash 
ington correspondent of the Xew York 
Evening Poet, "is the object of the na 
tional conference on reciprocity for 
which arrangements are now making 
I aee considerable misconception of th 
movement in the public prints, and 
therefore it is well to emphasize this 
point. Many editors are assuming tha 
the forthcoming conference is to set in 
motion a reciprocity campaign whid 
will make itself felt in congress jus 
aa the sound money conferences at In 
dianapolis and elsewhere made them 
eelTea felt in actual legislation. Per 
naps ft may turn out that" way, bu 
this is something yet to be determined. 


"The- National Association of ilanu 


factarers. it wul be recalled, had a con- 
vention In Detroit a few months ago 
It was then decided to call a convenOoi 
for the thorough discussion of reciproci- 
ty. It was to be composed not of mem- 
bers of the association alone, but of all 
A-nwh-an manufacturers, in order tha 
the fullest possible expression might be 
Obtained. The executive committee in 
trusted with the plans for such a meet- j 
Ing met at Philadelphia some weeks' 
ago. The theory then prevailed that 
Dome time In the spnng would be early 
enough for the conference, but so much 
has happened since then, bringing reci- 
procity to the front as a national issue 
of first rate importance— the president's 
speech at Buffalo Ms assassination and 
the succession of II' osevelt — that it has 
been decided to hold the conference as 
early as the arrangements can be prop- 
erly made. I think it will be held not 
later than December, and probably in 
Indianapolis. The executive committee 
In charge was made up with a view of 
having both sides fairly represented, 
those opposed to reciprocity as wen as 
those favoring it. Every section of the 
country and every great industry win 
be urged to take a pan in the confer- 
ence. Its proceedings ought to be a 
m?T"> of information upon the present 
stage of the tariff question in the Unit- 
ed States and the actual relation of cus- 
toms duties to our varying industries. 
The list of acceptances already receiv- 
ed indicates that the business commu- 
nity is taking hold of th* project with 
becoming seriousness. I predict that 
It will be one of the most notable busi- 
ness gatherings of recent years."

Republican nominee, was elected by a 
lar?e majority. As counsel to the rap- 
id transit commission Mr. Sbepard drew 
the contract under which the great im 
provement !s now being carried on. 


Mr. Shepard opposed the election of 


William J. Bryan in 1S96 and became a 
d*!egate to the national Gold Demo- 
cratic convention at Indianapolis. He 
support**! tb« ticket of that convention, 
and in 1397. when Seth Low was nom- 
inated for mayor, Mr. Shepard gave 
him hearty support. In 1988 be sup- 
ported Augustus Van Wyck for govern- 
or on tbe Democratic ticket. In 1900 
Mr. Shepard came out as a supporter 
of Mr. Bryan. 


One of the most memorable legal con- 


tests in Mr. Shepard's career was tbe 
trial of John T. McK&ne.

orient. It is claimed that the executive 
department can legally grant such per- 
mission without the intervention of 
congress, and the president referred the 
matter to the departments of state and 
justice for examination as to his au- 
thority in the premises. The objection 
of Mr. Corliss is not personal to the 
parties making the application, but is 
general, being based on the ground that 
the government should construct ex- 
clusively control and operate the ca- 
ble. Mr. Corliss v,-a* a laoml-pr of the 
house interstate conimtTKv. wbk-h re- 
ported a bill at tin- last --es--.on of con- 
gress for constrrn-tiu;j a Pacilic cable. 
and joined in a minority rvpoit advo- 
cating the construction of ibe proposed 
cable by the goveruturnt. 


The attention cf the president was 


called to this report by Mr. Corliss In 
his interview. He believes that had 
the matter been taken up by the boose 
the views of the minority would have 
been adopted and that the substitute 
bill providing for construction aad con- 
trol by the United States would have 
received affirmative action. "The right 
to construct a cable coacecting this 
country with our new possessions." 
said Mr. Corliss. "Is a special priv- 
ilege belonging to the people and can 
only be conveyed by an act of con- 
gress." He read to the president por- 
tions of the minority report against 
granting any company or private cor- 
poration the privilege of constructing 
a cable between this country and Its 
island possessions and alleged that any 
company to whom tbo exclusive priv. 
ilege should be granted to construct 
and operate a cable would become a 
monopoly which would prey alike upon 
the government and the people who 
would be compelled to do business with 
it 
Mr. Corliss claimed that Great 


Britain achieved commercial suprema- 
cy by purchasing or constructing ocean 
cables and canals. He believes the 
proposed cable can be built for about 
$8.000,000. General Greely estimated 
that it could be constructed for §10,- 
000.000. and Rear Admiral Bradford 
made a similar estimate. 


The question of public ownership and 


control was fully considered by the 
house committee that had charge of the 
matter, and comprehensive reports 
were made in the three last congresses 
on every feature of it At the last ses- 
sion public hearings were held by the 
committee, at which representatives of 
the army and navy attended and to 
which they contributed the results of 
their study of the cost and practicabili- 
ty of construction. These gentlemen 
generally favored government owner- 
ship. but a majority of the committee 
reported a bill for private ownership, 
subject to certain conditions favorable 
to the carrying of government busi- 
ness, control of the cable In time of 
war and a material reduction of pres- 
ent rates charged both for public and 
private messages.

annum against an annual expenditure 
of $1.500.000 for maintenance. The ma- 
jority contended that a private corpo- 
ration would give the United States all 
the advantages of a government owned 
line for official business in time of 
peace or war at a fixed charge and 
wit bout risk to the government the 
corporation raising the entire cost of 
construction for a sura not to exceed 
$300.000 per annum for twenty years 
and a rate thereafter to be fixed by 
the postmaster general. -

Prfac« Ching points ont that goods 


required by the legations can be or- 
dered by them from treaty ports, and 
when so ordered are not dutiable. The 
foreign, business community in Pe- 
king, although small, is important. Its 
presence is essential to the comfort 
and convenience of the legations, and 
its members hope their status may 
BOW be definitely settled. 


When the demands to be included 


In the protocol were framed. Mr. Coa- 
ger proposed including the opening of 
Peking to foreign trade. This sugges- 
tion was favored by a majority of the 
ministers of the powers, but ML De 
Gi«rs, Russian minister, opposed It so 
strongly that the question was drop- 
ped because of the necessity of unan- 
imity. The provision of the protocol 
la article 11 for revising commercial 
treaties affords an opportunity for re- 
opening Peking, which the ministers 
are considering.
